It means a saving for each ono 
of use of an amount equal to a piece 
of steak not more than an Inch cube, 
or two thin slices from

roast, or 
one-half of a hamhurg chkc, or two- 
thirds of a chop, or ono anrl one-half 
sausage or wieners, substituting for 
that a similar bulk of 
fish, 
oysters, 
poultry or game, or two tablespoons'of 
scrambled eggs, or two spoonfuls of 
macaroni and cheese.

fata Is thnt the world's supply is short, 
and, as far as wo know, we cannot 
get along without the 
uso of some 
fats In the diot. 
Milk Is the fourth object marked for 
conservation. Children especially need 
tho, fn.ts that come 
from 
milk 
and 
egg's. 
Therefore we should save the 
butter so that all children may have 
an opportunity to have 
"whole 
milk, 
the 
amount 
of which 
Is 
reduced 
through tho fact that 40 per cent, of 
the milk supply is used 
In malting 
butter. The value of milk la tho dlol 
Is KO great that no 
portion 
of 
tilt 
milk supply should 
be- wasted, anc 
while we ate not asked to give up our 
milk, we are 
askod 
to 
reduce 
the 
careless use of it so that tho dcmiuu 
upon the supply will not he so great 
as to deprive children 
of this 
very 
necessary food. 
(The condensing and 
dcMccatinp of milk for the use of the 
army at the front is another 
reason 
why the total milk supply should he 
saved from careless waste). 
The fifth 'save1 applies 
to sugar. 
While our data on tho world 
supply 
of sugar Is not adequate, there seems 
to be a necessity of saving 
through. 
more careful use of sugar by 
each 
one of us. 
We waste sugar in 
so 
many ways that it will be no privation 
to reduce the amount In our dally diet, 
We arc not asked to stint our use of 
sugar in putting up fruits and 
vege- 
tables for future use. 
We are 
not 
asked to reduce thtf use of sugar In 
sweetening the food wo use dally at 
our meals. We are asked to uso less 
sugar -between meals, in the form 
of 
candy, or sweet drinks that wo 
often 
take- Idly. 
Even if there were no shortage- in 
supply, we as a people consume sugar 
in enormous amounts, and ae far as 
our health Is concerned, we can 
get 
our energy from other foods as com- 
pletely and as satisfactorily 
as 
we 
can from sugar. 
Last on the list Is "Save the- Fuel." 
The demand for saving 
fuel 
comos 
largely through the 
fact 
that 
the 
transportation 
facilities 
are 
rhade- 
eiuate. When coal is mined Ui a local 
district It will bo of no advantage to 
save coal. Where wood is plentiful wo 
are asked to uso wood In preference to 
coal.

We must 
re-member 
that 
electric 
lights left burning, electric fans 
left 
going, steam radiators left turned on 
with the windows up or no ono In tho 
room, may mean that we are wasting 
coal. Substitute as far as possible the 
use of kerosene- or gas or 
electricity 
generated by water 
power, 
develop 
the use of the fireless cooker so that 
the excessive use of fuel that

from a distance Is reduced. 
If the directions of the food admin- 
istration are followed by all of us, it 
will mean, a great

Berlin. 


Count von Bernstorff has been tak- 


ing a 
hand 
with 
the 
moderates 


against pan-Germanism. It is stated 
that had the militarists allowed him 
access to the emperor he could have 
prevented the adoption of the policies 
which led the United States Into the 
war.. It seems that 
the chancellor 


withheld from the emperor 'pertinent 
information concerning the attitude of 
the United States. 


This entire crisis has been brought 


about by Mathias Erzberger of 
the 


Catholic centre party, who has had 
a conference 
-with Emperor Charles 


of Austria, and probably foresees the 
necessity of taking prompt measures 
to overthrow the junkers and save 
the nation from being crushed abso- 
lutely through stubborn resistance. 


The reichstag has taken a firm 


Bland' "against" the ruling

powers for the first time, in its his- 
tory. 
This presages a. new 
spirit.

In his pan-German ambitions, the 


kaiser had his spies and diplomats 
in every, country.

The third important "save" for co- 
operative work is in saving the f.its.

This 
means. only two teaspoons of 
animal 
fat saved a day. 
if it is butter, 
It 
would be giving up ono small pat per 
day, or where lard hr,s he en u^ed in 
frying, either giving up or 
reducing 
tho use of fried foods. The only rea- 
son that we aro asked to save 
tho 
fats Is that the world's supply is short, 
iind, as far as we know, wo cannot 
get along without tho use 
of some 
fats in the diet. 
J\lilk is the fourth object marked for 
conservation. Children especially need 
the fats t hat come 
from 
milk 
and 
cg&s. 
Therefore we should savo thb 
butter so that all children may 
have 
an opportunity to have 
whole 
milk. 
the 
amount of which 
Is 
reduced 
through tho fact that 40 per emit, of 
the milk supply is 
used 
in making 
butter. The value of milk in the diet 
is so great that no 
portion 
of 
the 
milk supply should 
be 
wasted, 
and 
while we aro not asked to give up our 
milk, we a re a sk c d 
to 
re d u c o 
the 
careless uso of it so that the demand 
upon the supply will not be PO great 
as to deprive children 
of. 
this very 
necessary food. 
(The condensing and 
desiccating of milk for the use of the 
army at tho front is another 
reason 
why the total milk supply should be 
saved from careless waste). 
The fifth 'save1 
applies 
to 
sugar. 
While our data on tho world 
supply 
of sugar is not adequate, there seems 
(o be a necessity of 
saving through 
more careful use ot sugar by 
ench 
one of us. 
We waste sugar in 
sn 
many ways that it will be no privation 
to reduce the amount in our daily diet. 
We are not asked to stint our uso of 
sugar in putting up fruits and 
vege- 
tables for future use. 
We 
are 
not 
asked to reduce the itsc of sugar In 
sv. eelcning the food we uso daily at 
our meals. Wo aro asked to use less 
sugar between men Is, In -(he form 
of 
candy, or sweet drinks that we 
often 
take idly. 
Even if there wore no shortage 
In 
supply, we as a people consume sugar 
in enormous amounts, and as far as 
our health is concerned, we can get 
our energy from other foods as com- 
pletely and as 
satisfactorily 
as 
we 
can from sugar. 
Last on the list Is "Save the. Fuel." 
The demand for 
saving 
fuel 
comes 
largely through the 
fact 
that 
tho 
transportation 
facilities 
are 
Inade- 
quate. 
When coal Is mined in a local 
district It will ho of no advantage to 
save coal. Where wood Is plentiful wo 
are asked Lo use wood In preference to 
coal. 
We must 
remember that 
electric 
lights left burning, electric fans

going, steam radiators left turned 
on 
with the windows up or no ono In the 
room, may mean that we are wasting 
coal. Substitute aa far as possible the 
use of kerosene or gas or
